NEW CONTRACTS MADE. 



Street Lights Reduced to $70 
Each and Water Company 
Makes Concessions.

The semi-monthly meeting of the 
Council Friday night was short, but 
some important business was trans- 
acted. The Mayor presided and all 
of the Councilmen except Mr. Davis 
vere present. 

Chairman Ware, of the Corpora- 
ions Committee, submitted new 
ontracts with the City Light Co. 
and the Hopkinsville Water Co., 
which were ratified by the Council 
by unanimous vote. The two con- 
tracts give 13 additional street lights 
to be located within 30 days and 110 
fire plugs, in accordance with a re- 
adjustment to be made and several 
of the present hydrants to be moved 
to locations where experience has 
shown that they are more needed. 

The City Light Co. now furnishes 
75 street lights at $75 and three new 
ones at the same price were recently 
ordered in Dec. 1st, these 80 lights 
to cost $6,000. The new contract 
increases the number to 90 lights 
and the price of all is reduced to $70, 
making them cost $6,300, or $30 per 
light for the 10 new lights. A new 
system is to be installed and improv- 
service given in every way. The 
contract Is for one year with a rec- 
ommendation that it be renewed an- 

jally for five years. 

The 110 hydrants furnished the 
city by the Water Company are to 
cost $4,320 instead of $4,590 as here- 
tofore. The price for 102 is $40 and 
for the rest and all additional ones 
that may be put in, $30 each. Two 
of the $40 hydrants for the protec- 
tion of the Court House are paid for 
by the. county. The two contracts 
are practically the same as hereto- 
fore, with the increased service de- 
manded by the growth of the city. 

The Light contract expired last 
June and the Water contract has 
been continued without a formal re- 
newal for several years. Both new 
contracts are to be dated Nov. 15, 
1906, the lights to be paid for 
monthly and the water semi-annual- 
ly. 

An appropration was made for 25 
per cent of the City Assessor's sala- 
ry, due this month. 

The Mayor reported to the Council 
that he had suspended the pool-room 
license of W. Berry, col., on account 
of a shooting affray in the pool-room, 
but the Council voted to re-instate 
the license on a monthly basis, as 
there were some imitigating circum- 
stances.

HOW SOUTH AMERICAN IN8UR 
GENTS SECURE WEAPONS. 

The Unique Business Which Is Con 
ducted In New York City and 
the Storage Island on the 



If the question has over arisen In 
your mind as to where the revolution 
Ists of Cuba and the South American 
republics obtained their guns and am 
munition. It ran be easily answered 
by Baying that when the Insurgent has 
the price he can get the goods he 
wants In New York city. In fact, the 
supplying of the sinews of war is a 
simple matter of everyday business 
and merchandise There is a big store 
on Broadway with every floor packed 
full of military supplies, from rapid- 
fire guns and cannon to saddles and 
uniforms, which anybody has a right 
to purchase If he has the money to 
pay for them. 

Fifty or sixty miles up the Hudson, 
In plain sight of West Point, Is a love- 
ly little island of 13 acres In the center 
of the river, nestling between Storm 
King and the frowning mountain crass 
opposil 
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of Brooklyn, returned home from 
•ervlce [ft the United States navy, 
and with his son, attended the auc- 
tion sales of naval stores at the Brook- 
lyn navy yard. It occurred to thorn 
that there might be money In buying 
war material and selling it again to 
foreign governments. The venture 
proved a Buccess and for 20 years a 
thriving business was done over there, 
in Atlantic avenue. Next came an 
establishment In Broad street, near 
Front, and Anally Broadway, near 
Broome street, was occupied with the 
business, where It now flourishes

from time to time. Thus It was that 
when 50,000 of the old Springfield 
rifles were put up at auction, the Ban- 
nermans bought them. One day a 
man came along and purchased them 
lor a foreign government, he said.

A pump had to be run all day 
Sunday at the Acme Mills to keep 
the water from filling up the fly 
heel pit. 

A few cellars in different parts of 
the city were filled, but the damage 
to the Home Telephone Company 
was the most serious loss. 

The cable at Ninth and Main con- 
tains over 800 wires and contact 
with water puts some of the/phones 
"out," as the electricians term 
breaking connection. 

A fire started out on O'Neal Ave. 
yesterday morning and some one at- 
tempted to turn in the alarm but 
the trouble with the "Home" and 
9th and Main prevented communica- 
tion with the fire department, 
Luckily the fire was put out without 
the department. 

Mr. J. D. Russell, manager of the 
Cumberland Telephone Co., was 
seen and he said that about sixty of 
the Company's phones were put out 
of business by the burning of fuses, 
but they were nearly all in working 
irder yesterday at noon. The real 
loss to the Company didn't amount 
to scarcely anything in money. 

On West 19th street a live wire 
of the City Light Co's. came in con- 
tact with a tree in Mrs. J. M. 
Cravens' yard and the wire, after 
burning about a half hour, fell to 
the ground. It laid in the street 
about an hour, but fortunately no 
one touched it, as the parties living 
near by watched the street and never 
let the passers by get upon the live 
wire, if they had it would probably 
have meant death to them. The 
wire fell about 5:30 and the Com- 
pany were promptly notified and ar- 
rived about 6:30 and tied the wire 
and raised it from the street.

Poll Taxes Increased 200 Per 
Cent If Not Paid This 
Month. 



The new provisions of the tax law 
have oaused a great rush of tax pay- 
ers to escape the heavy penalties im- 
posed upon delinquents. 

County clerk Campbell is now busy 
making out tax warrants for Sheriff 
David Smith. 

The taxes are so piled up with 
costs that a $10 tax will by Dec. 1st 
be increased to $14.33. 

Of this increase of 43 per cent, 60 
oents is the Nov. 1st penalty, Nov. 
15th the interest, 3 cents, is added 
and Nov. 20th the clerk's fee of 
$1.50 for issuring the tax warrants; 
Dec. 1st the sheriff's execution fee 
of 60 cents »nd a charge of $1 for 
advertising and a further commis- 
sion of 60 cents for collecting are 
added. On larger amounts the per- 
centage charges vary, but the fees 
are the same. On a poll tax of $1.50 
the costs run it up to $5.13. 

Nearly all of the increase goes to 
the officers and the state gets but 
little benefit except in the enforce- 
ment of collection. 

The Paducah Register says in that 
county the law is construed to mean 
that the fees may be added for both 
county and state taxes. Two war- 
rants are thus made out, with two 
duplicates to keep on file.

Tobacco has been under sufficient 
control for two years to compel 
the prices in these districts. There 
is no trouble about backsliding or 
locals going to sleep. They are.con 
stantly wide awake, { because they 
' have business to do and they see the 
benefits. 

We will now undertake larger 
propositions. For instance, wheat, 
potatoes and apples all offer inviting 
fields; also cotton needs the A. S. of 
E. plan of controlling and directing 
maketing. 

Completed at the annua! meeting 
was a map shaded to represent the 
heavy producing sections for wheat 
and other crops. A study of the 
map vtaa a strong objectJllesaon to 
show now comparatively small is the 
territory that will meet to be organ- 
ized to secure as definite results for 
any crop. The field gradually nar- 
"Nf rows down and soon the whole 
^country may be organized, although 
evqjfcy important crop will be under 
control and prices definitely made.

BLOODHOUNDS POPULAR I 
SOUTH TO TRAIL CRIMINALS. 



Method of Training Pupa So That 
They Will Follow the Fugitive 
With Unerr.ng Faithfulne... 

In thfl south the bloodhound Is stli; 
I favorite method of trailing the fugi 
live from iustlce, and in many sections 
Ihe tiainlng of the dogs Is carried on 
with the greatest of care, and Is a 
most Interesting and exciting process, 
especially for tho one who aots the 
part of the rugltlve and leads the dogs 
over the trail. 

While they are called "bloodhounds." 
few of the southern dogs are full blood 
The original ones were brought to 
America from eastern England a ten 
tury ago. and the packs now owned by 
southern law officers are descendants 
of this breed, but usually have a strain 
of some other blood, such as that of 
the rabbit hound. Whether or ful 
blood or mixed breed, however. som< 
of the packs In Tennessee and Texai 
are noted throughout the southern 
states for their record of captui

his feet, and he starts away along the 
road or over a field. Then the blood 
or other substance is held to the dog's 
nose. He Is led to the point where 
the boy started and thus put on the 
trail.

The run Is 
usually only a mile or two long, and 
at the end of It is a tree which he 
can easily climb. Seldom Is the dog 
thrown off the scent, even If it Is the 
first chase, and although the negro 
may have reached the tree before the 
dog starts, in a few minutes the latter 
is beneath It baying to announce his 
discovery. 

After a few runs of this sort the dog 
becomes so skilful that he can follow 
the fugitive merely by his natural 
scent. Then a course is laid out which 
is far more difficult. It passes over 
sand, which will retain little of the 
scent; is laid across a stream of water, 
so that the dog has to run up and 
down the banks on each side before he

EDITOR BROWN 



Arrested on Warrants Sworn 
Out by Preachers. 

Phil Brown, the colored editor of 
the Morning News, is in a bad con- 
troversy with several Methodist 
preachers and as a result two of 
them last week had him arrested on 
criminal libel warrants and put un- 
der bonds of $100 to answer before 
the next grand jury. 

Some time ago Brown wrote up a 
Nashville preacher named Phillips 
for his alleged attempt to collect 
money from Hopkinsville negroes to 
enable him to sue the city. 

Another preacher named Parker 
was drawn into it and Brown criti- 
cised him so severely that Parker 
g«t out a warrant and later Rev.

Brown has editorially called upon 
Bishop Lane to remove Parker and 
has ridiculed Moppins unmercifully.
